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Jury declares Barkley innocent 


Two strikes against Bay Twp. ord. 


An almost full courtroom in 
Charlevoix last Thursday heard 
the head of the six person jury say 
that Lyle Barkley was innocent of 
violating the Bay Township Noise 
Ordinan 


ce. 

Barkley was cited last fall for 
alledgedly allowing his dogs to 
bark excessively, despite the 
passage of the controversial or- 
dinance a year previously. 

The ordinance does not allow 
any noise considered unreasonable 
as it does not have standards. 

Barkley was accused on two 
counts of letting his eight dogs, 
used for hunting raccoon and bear, 
to bark excessively on August 25 
and October 14, 1990. 

' With Sebreron “Boo” Litzen- 
berger representing the township 
against Barkley, calling for two 
township residents who filed the 
complaints against Barkley to 
present their side of the case, Lit- 
zenberger tried to show that 
Barkley did not even attempt to 
try to quiet the dogs down. Accor- 
ding to Bernie Hellstrom, one of

the two filing a complaint, he was 
awakened about 7 am. on August 
25 by the sound of the dogs 
barking. Hellstrom went on to ex- 
plain that he heard the dogs bark 
for several hours. He also filed a 
compaint against Barkley for the 
October 14 incident when he heard 
the dogs barking again for several 
hours. He said a light came on in 
the Barkley house but no one came 
out to quiet the dogs. 

His testimony was quickly 
challenged by Barkley’s attorney 
Steven Graham Jr. when he told~ 
Hellstrom that his testimony dif- 
fers from what he told the police. 

Graham held up the Sheriff's 
department report on the inciden- 
ts showing that Hellstrom com- 
plained it was only about an hour. 
Graham then reputed other 
testimony of Hellstrom as differing 
from what he told the court and 
what was in the reports, 

The second witness, Marie 
Eggers, testified she was 
awakened about 5:30 a.m. by the 
sound of Barkley’s dogs whining 
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and barking. She lives about three 
tenths of a mile away from the 
Barkley house and drove over to 
the location to see three puppies in 
cages “screaming”. She said the in- 
cident continued for four and a half 
hours “non-stop.” 

Graham then explained to the 
jury that the neighbors have had 
several incidents with Barkley. 
Hellstrom and Barkley had a 
property line issue several years 
ago. Barkley accused Hellstrom 
and Eggers of letting their dogs 
get into Barkley’s garbage. Both 
denied the accusation. 

Graham said that both had an 
“Ax to grind” against Barkley 
‘because of the relatidttships over 
the years. 4 

Graham then called his wit- 
nesses for Barkley who explained 
“what really happened on the two 
dates. He called Archie Lundy who 


said he went to Barkley’s home 
early on October 14 to help 
Barkley look for a wounded deer 
he had hit during the bow and 
arrow deer season. He said the 
dogs barked when he arrived in 
the driveway but then stopped. 
Lundy, Barkley and others then 
left about 8 a.m. to find the deer 
and did not return until early af- 
ternoon. The others also said the 
dogs barked for just a few minutes 
then stopped. . 

In the August incident, Barkley 
said the dogs did bark when we 
went out to feed them, but not the 
two or more hours alleged in the 
complaint. . 

The jury, consisting of five 
women and one man deliberated 
for a half an hour before returning 
to the court to announce Barkley 
was innocent of both counts. 

When the verdict was announ- 
ced Barkley hugged his wife. 


BC authorizes more 
sidewalk on M-75 


Boyne City will be getting 
sidewalks on both sides of M-75 as 
it works its way up Boyne Avenue 
after city commissioners voted ap- 
proval of spending up to $5,000 for 
the extra walkways. 

The commissioners heard that 
the State Highway Department 
(MDOT) and the contractor doing 
the work wanted to continue the 
relocation of the present sidewalk 
to within two feet of the roadway 
curb from Main Street to Hemlock 
in order to facilitate the mowing of 


lawns. Of the 300 feet of existing |} 


sidewalk on the south side of the 
street, 120 feet would be replaced 
because of new ramps, driveway 
entrances and water and sewer 


The council, after reading a 
report from the Street Superin- 
tendent Dennis Jason agreed that 
in order to make the south side of 
the street comparable with the 
north side, which the city and state 
are completing under the present 
contract, the commissioners 
thought the two would make for a 
better looking road and agreed to 
the change. 

The contractor will also be 
removing the old curb under the

GARDEN FARE 

In summer, nutrition comes 
easily using our garden-fresh 
vegetables. Now is the time to 
take advantage of their abundance. 
Our farmer's markets are tem- 
pting us with their colorful stands 
displaying green beans, yellow 
squash and red tomatoes, berries 
and cherries. I like to stop at those 
markets along the highways, 
especially where I can buy a piece: 
of cherry pie and a cup of coffee. 

Summer vegies do not require 
much cooking and they are so easy 
to prepare. I just read from an old 
cookbook this information about 
the cooking of vegetables. “Cook 
covered those that grow under the 
ground and un-covered those 
grown above the ground.” Ac- 
tually, this is a pretty good rule, 
though many of us now steam our 
vegies using one of those steamers 
that unfold to fit over a pot of 
boiling water. Also we serve our 
vegetables a little less cooked than 
Grandmother did. I think that we 
need to consider that fact that 
Grandmother did not have the 
tested seeds that are now on the 
market and her vegetables might 
have produced tougher vegetables. 

Here is a sauce that is delicious 
on so many vegetables, the leafy 
greens, broccoli, zucchini and 
green or yellow beans.

Editor, 

Common sense. Violent crime is 
appalling and we need to do 
something about it. Drugs, knives, 
illegal guns, and gangs each play a 
considerable role in rising crime 
rates. It’s not just the big cities 
suffering the impacts of violent 
crime, but also our suburbs and 
even our rural neighborhoods. I 
believe U.S. Congress has an op- 
portunity right now to do 
something to improve our com- 
munity safety by protecting the 
rights of honest Americans beset 
by violent rampages from career 
felons. 

There’s a proposal under con- 
sideration right now which claims 
to address how to keep criminals 
from purchasing handguns from 
licensed _ firearms 
Provisions in S.1241, the Biden 
Crime Bill, would require a 5-day 
waiting period prior to the pur- 
chaser taking possession of a han- 
dgun. That Sday waiting period is 
Tich in symbolism and poor in sub- 
stance and should be defeated. 

Everyone agrees felons 
shouldn’t be able to possess guns. 
But experience proves that 
schemes like waiting periods and 
bans have little impact on violent 
criminals. The U.S. Attorney 
General has confirmed that the 
vast majority of criminals get their 
guns on the blackmarket. 

That’s why waiting periods and 
semi-automatic rifle bans fail to 
reduce violent crime. California, 
Washington, D.C., New York, 
Connecticut, Illinois, Maryland, 
Massechusetts, and New Jersey 
have harsh gun laws, yet in each

area the violent crime rates have 
failed to be reduced and, in fact, 
these rates have actually in- 
creased...sometimes faster than 
the national average. 

But if a criminal is desperate 
enough to try and purchase a 
handgun through a legitimate 
dealer, waiting periods will likely 
fail to catch him. According to the 
US. Attorney General, a waiting 
period-even with a background 
check-has only a 50-50 chance of 
accurately screening out felons. 
Waiting periods will do more to 


deny honest Americans access to a . 


potential self-defense handgun. 
Waiting periods have virtually 
nothing to do with deterring felons 
from committing horrible and 
violent crimes. 

The Cartridge Carbine Shooters 
Association believes there is a bet- 
ter way. The Instant Check 
system, like the one working in 
Virginia, Florida, and Delaware, 
makes checks mandatory, quick 
and fair. It also updates our coun- 
try’s criminal history files making 
them accurate and computerized 
and bringing the records into the 
21st century. 

More needs to be done about 
protecting our neighborhoods, 
stopping illegal drug smuggling, 
cutting out easy prison parole and 
ending courtroom injustice if we 
want to reduce violent crime. But 
8.1241, with its waiting period and 
other restrictive gun provisions, is 
a sham-it addresses none of the 
complex questions on how to 
restrict criminal access to firearms 
by convicted felons. Only the In- 
stant Check svstem, currently

Being on Congressman Bob 
Davis’ list of outdoor writers I 
receive communcations on what he 
is doing in that vein down in 


Washington, D.C. 


The latest missive says that 
Davis is. the highest-ranking 
Republican on the House Mer- 
chant Marine and Fisheries Com- 
mittee, which has jurisdiction on 
Fish and Wildlife Service issues. 
So Davis has considerable influen- 
ce on laws regarding the hunting 
of waterfowl. 

Michigan, like all the other 
states, gear their waterfowl hun- 
ting seasons and bag limits to 


- Federal dictates. This makes sense 


as most species of waterfow! are 
highly migratory, crossing many 
state boundries. 

So it was that Davis bucked for 
the continuation of the early Sep- 
tember giant Canada goose season. 
Here in this area of Michigan it 
usually runs for ten days begin- 
ning the first of september, with a 
3a day bag limit. 

This makes sense for even in 
this area localized semitame flocks 
have gone from being a novelty to 


becoming pests, befouling lawns | 


and beaches with their droppings, 
but also damaging grain crops 
before the harvest. 
I remember some years ago 
were removed from 
southern Michigan metropoutan 
lakeside areas where their drop- 
pings and life style had become 
obnoxious. Some were released in 
this area. Plastic numbered colors 
around the necks of some of them 
made it possible to track flock 
movements and whether they 
were repeating the unwanted 
downstate traits.

such an extent that a special early 
season is mandatory. Crop 
deprediation cannot be ignored. 

However, in my book there’s 
one thing that bothers me about 
this early honker season, as well as 
the regular waterfowl season. And 
that is the license costs involved. 

Outside of the tools of hunting 
needed; shotgun, special clothing, 
and special steel shot amamunition, 
you need to lay out a considerable 
amount of cash even before you 
can even think of going after those 
pestiferous honkers: 
$9.85 Michigan Hunting License 
(small game) $12.50 Federal 
Migratory Waterfow! Stamp. And 
$3.85 Michigan Waterfow] Hun- 
ting Stamp. Total costs: $26.20. 

_ Of course if you are an old foggy 
(rightly called a senior citizen) you 
can knock $5 off the small game 
license. 

Outside of the increasing local 
honker population and liberalized 
bag limits, you aren’t getting very 
much for your money considering 
the shrinking migratory duck 
populations. 

With the increasing agriculture 
in the U.S. prairie states, as well as 
jn the Canadian Provinces, 
gradually erradicating duck 
producing pot holes, waterfow! will 
continue to decline and increased 
license and stamp fees won't turn 
the tide. And waterfowling, as we 
oldtimers knew it, will become a 
part of waterfowling history.
